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10. (Currently Amended) A method for creating Java objects in a heap memory 
which is used by a virtual machine , said method comprising: 

generating, bv said virtual machine, a plurality of designated Java heap 
portions which are each designated for storing objects that have simi lar class- 
traits, wherein said plurality of designated Java heaps include a first d esignated 
heap portion that is designated to store objects associated with a first class 
name, and a second designated heap portion that is designated to sto re objects 
associated with a second class name, and wherein said first and second class 
names are different; 

receiving, bv said virtual machine, a Java Bvtecode that represents an 
instruction for creating a first Java object of said first class name ; 

translating [[a]] . bv said virtual machine, said Java Bytecode into one or more 
commands, oaid Java Bytooodo roprooonting on i nstruction for creating a Java object, 
af*d-wherein said one or more commands can operate to allocate said first Java object 
in [[a]] said first designated heap portion of hoap des i gnated for oa i d object ; and 

receiving, bv said virtual machine, another Java Bvtecode repr esenting an 
instruction for creating a second Java object of said second clas s name; 

translating, bv said virtual machine, said other Java Bvtecode into one or 
more other commands, and wherein said one or more other com mands can 
operate to allocate said second Java object in said second designa ted heap 
portion; 

executing , bv said virtual machine, said one or more commands to create said 
first object in said first designated heap portion of oa i d heap associated with sa i d 
obj e c t; and 

executing said other one or more commands to create said second object 
in said second designated heap portion . 

1 1 . (Original) A method as recited in claim 10, wherein said method further 
comprises: 

marking a Java Bytecode representing an instruction for creating a Java object. 

12. (Original) A method as recited in claim 11, 

wherein said marking is performed at compile time; and 

wherein said one or more commands are created at compile time.
